We had, since the concluci n of the 
war,ybeen depressed, by the evils which flow fron 
a state of anarchy. Comaerce was d-stroyed 
—public and privare credit annihilated. The 
different states were unfriendly and even hos:ile 
to each other. Oar people were oppressed with 
debts, rebellion had reared its terrific s:andard, 
and rhe whole com nunity trembled on the verge 
of rvin, The genius of federalism inrerposed, 
and staid ‘he progress of confusion.

France still. continues her injus- 
tice and, after we have suffired for years, our 
rulers have scarcely deigned to publish any mea- 
sures they have ad-pred to cbtain satisfaction, or 
prevent the continvance of the ev]; surely they 
have slept upon their pests, or dare not trust 
their constitnents with the knowledge of their 
transactions 

There is too great an appearance of concert 
betereen our rulers and Bonaparte: more than 
once has he published their proceedings in France 
at the moment they were taking place in Amceri- 
ca. He has had the effrontery to declare war 
for us, aml we are not informed that our gevern- 
ernment has resented the gros* attack on our in- 
dependence. 

On the other hand, our rulers discover towards 
Great Britain a disposition not favorable to re- 


public. The President, without ‘consulting the 
Senate, rejected a treaty very similar to one 
which produced great advantages to our country. 
The administration, pursuing the samteunfriend- 
ly conduct, have rejected a minister-for a suppo- 
sed insult, and they themselves are nor agreed in 
what part of the documents the insult Ts tobe 
found. To have been worthy of notice, it should 
have appeared plain and manifest on the face of 
the correspendence. To resent, in this harsh 
manner, the conduct of Mr. Jackson, while im. 
partial men might differ as to the part of his 
jetters which contained the insult, or doubt the 
writer's intention, discovers a captiots disposi- 
tion, a temper extremely irritable, and illy dispo- 
sed to friendly adjustment. 

At whatever time the general government de- 
viates from the solid ground of practical wisdom, 
and adopts a system of conduct partial in its cp- 
eration, and ruinous in its effects, the only effec- 
tualemedy for this deviation is the firm and 
steady deportment of the state administrations.

our behalf. publish the proceedings of our gov- 
ernment oy anricipation, prescribe the nature of 
our for-ign intercourse, aid fashion our internal 
regulations as she controuls the vassal states of 
Europe. 
~ Fhe reductien of a magnanimous nation from 
a state of enviabie felicity, to a state of depres- 
sien and distress may justly be attributed te the 
want ofability, prudence, foresight or iniegritv 
in their rulers. H'the present rulers of the U- 
mited States have ever been correct in thei: prin- 
pics, the condiuon.of Luc nation witnesses the 
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ALBANY, Fesrvary 9, 1810.

His own- 
ers brought lim on the ground when the horses 
started for the last Presitent’s purse; but as his 
master, Old George, was rubding him down, ie 
gave hima kick; and at the sare tune swwuck 
Citizen Jemiary, who was icading hun, with his 
off fore-foot. “In couseqsicuce of this, his old 
muster parted with him ; and he was purchased 
at alow price for the use of tre Wo gwam, where 
he has been employed usa drudge. Hets fittor 
any thing; and no horse is capable of going 
thro rh wore hurd service. We do not know 
how hecomes to be put up with the Ciintonian 
horses ; bat as he is in the lot, he will certainly 
be struck off. 

Youxc Peacocx.—He is a remarkable tall 
horse, with a lofiy carriae; tho’ trom having 
boon iately driven in harecss, and wich a double 
curd, being naturally very fretful, he 1s a littk 
ewe-necked. Hfe won the Recorder’s purse on 
the York course, for which he was centered by 
Citizen Jemmy—tho’ Jeommy knew notlurg of his 
powers, but started him inerely on the strength 
of his ptivree—OlJ Peacock, whose sive wos 
the yrand-sire of Young Peacock, tho’ a wasiy 
horse, hoving been a great racer in his day.

He was entered 
wien a colt, in the vear 1831 on York Island for 
the state-conyention purse, and won with ease— 
for the sweep-stakes of the great state plate of 
April, 1894, which was run for on the Burr 
course. Alithe best horses in the state were 
entercd for this purse, as were also all the best 
bloods of the different states. There was great 
betiing—creat jockeying—cutting and slashing 
ning and spurring. Some horses bolted 
--somne broke down—some stopt short of the 
distance pole, for want of wind, though their ri- 
ders made various other excuses. Some fell on 
the course nnd were runover. In all this con- 
fusion, hard-pushing and crowding, young Aris- 
tides was a little over-stramed, though he saved 
himself, tothe admiration of all. After which 
he was let to walk over Cie Kinderhook meadows 
until 1808, when he was taken up and started for 
a juidge’s purse in Columbita—a mateh-race a- 
scainst the noted horse Bourbon by Marine, and 
won hard in hand.
